Grant Provides Modem Investigation 
Task Force, Mobile Lab Fight Crime in County

Thanks to federal and state grants 
totaling almost $125,000, Collin County 
may possess more sophisticated 
crim inal investigation equipment 
than any county its size in Texas. 
Under the guidance of physical 
evidence technician Glenn Tilley, the 
Major Crime Task Force of the county 
Sheriff’s Dept, utilizes everything 
from infrared handwriting analysis 
machines to drag magnets and metal 
detectors. 
The task force was formed in March 
of last year when a $124,165 two-year 
grant was awarded to Collin County 
by both state and federal govern­ 
ments. Collin is the only county in the 
state to receive such funding. 
The grant called for establishing a 
cooperative group of local police 
officers who would work together to 
solve serious county crimes. 
“ We figured that since Collin 
County is on the edge of a large 
metroplex, we were being invaded by 
out-of-county criminals,” explained 
Tilley. The task force was put 
together to help make this county less 
advantageous for those criminals. 
Guidelines and goals for the special 
investigative unit were set explicitly 
by the governments. The manpower 
and equipment can be used for FBI 
“ index” crim es only—homicide, 
robbery, rape, aggravated assault, 
burglary, felony theft and auto theft. 
Specific goals include increasing 
apprehension of criminals, raising the 
number of cases filed with the district 
attorney, boosting the conviction rate 
in the county and recovering a 
minimum of $75,000 a year in stolen 
property. 
All the goals were surpassed during 
the force’s first year. 


One of the most important aspects 
of the task force grant was a provision 
for a Mobile Crime Lab—a van 
equipped with everything needed to 
conduct a thorough search of the 
scene of a crime. 
When physical evidence must be 
gathered, Glenn Tilley takes the van 


to the crime scene where a number of 
different detection kits can be used to 
uncover evidence. 
The Mobile Crime Lab not only 
contains kits that can be used to 
distinguish fingerprints, 
ballistics, 
blood, narcotics, filed-off serial 
numbers and more, but also holds 


camera equipment, an ice box, a 
trailer equipped with a generator and 
flood lights, a drag magnet and metal 
detector. 
Radio communications are possible 
from the van to virtually everywhere 
in the state.

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At Glen Rose 
TP&L Sees Cost Rise 


A revised cost estimate of 
the Comanche Peak Steam 
Electric Station project near 
Glen Rose indicates ex­ 
penditures for the state’s 
first 
nuclear 
electric 
generating facility may total 
$1.7 billion, or about $740 per 
kilowatt, according to Texas 
Power & Light Co. chairman 
and chief executive J.F . 
Skelton. 
Skelton noted, however, 
the 
figure 
is 
still 
an 
estimate, subject to revision. 
“ There are still over five 
years of construction ahead 
of us,” Skelton said, “ and 
factors beyond our control, 
such 
as 
inflation, 
new 
regulations and unforeseen 
delays 
in 
securing 
an 
operating 
license 
could 
significantly 
affect 
this 
estimate.” 
But even with the higher 
cost, Skelton said company 
officials are convinced the 
nuclear facility is in the best 
interest of customers and 
are confident that electricity 
from Comanche Peak will be 


competitive with any fuels in 
use in the 1960’s. 
Construction of Comanche 
Peak is now about 30 percent 
complete 
and about 80 
percent of all contracts have 
been let. 
The first generating unit at 
Comanche Peak is due to go 
into operation in 1981, the 
second in 1983. 
The two 
combined 
w ill 
have 
a 
capacity 
of 
2,300,000 
kilowatts. 
The $740 per kilowatt 
estim ate is significantly 
above the 1972 cost estimate, 
but Skelton pointed out this 
figure is still well below the 
$870 national 
average of 
estim ates for comprable 
nuclear facilities to be 
completed in 
the 
1981-83 
period. 
“ In 1972, two years before 
we began construction,” 
Skelton said, ‘‘our best 
estimate, 
based on 
data 
available at that time, was 
that the Comanche Peak 
facility could be built for $780 
m illion, about $340 per 


kilowatt. 
“ We tried to anticipate the 
effects 
of 
inflation, 
regulatory 
requirements, 
and possible design changes 
over the ten years of con­ 
struction. 
However, 
in­ 
creased material and con­ 
struction costs, inflation, 
and a mind-boggling number 
of regulatory requirements 
which increase monthly, 
have exceeded our greatest 
expectations. 
“ Inflation alone has in­ 
creased our early estimate 
by $260 million. Regulatory 
and other changes, already 
experienced, have added 
another $260 million to the 
cost, and we now expect 
additonal 
modifications 
dictated 
by 
regulatory 
changes and advances in the 
state of the art to increase 
costs 
by 
$210 
m illion 
Interest 
costs, 
not 
an­ 
ticipated 
in 
our 
first 
projections, will mean an 
additional 
expense of as 
much as $190 million.’’

Baudelaire. Baudelaire said we are all hypocrites Mr. 
Young is saying that all of us (with the possible exception of 
Jimmy Carter b n including Mr. Young himself) are all 
racists, but when the term “racist is used as loosely as Mr. 
Young uses it, then what he is really doing is just repeating 
Baudelaire: On the m atter of racial differences none of us 
has cone to such perfect terms with the problem as to be 
free of hypocrisy. 
The last example in American politics of a public official 
who spread accusations around as recklessly as Mr Young 
has was Senator Joseph McCarthy. He saw not racists under 
every bed, but Communists. It is not fair. however, to 
compare the U N. ambassador to the Wisconsin senator 
Where Andrew Young is puckish in his tarbrushing.

Deregulation might come this session of Congress, not to 
the oil industry which wants it, but to the airline industry 
which doesn’t want it. 
Oilmen contend regulation of their industry keeps prices 
unreasonably low. resulting in less incentive to hunt for and 
produce new oil, an argument now familiar to most of us. 
The airlines fear deregulation would drive some of them 
out of business because they would be allowed, within limits. 
to serve cities as traffic dictates, and to set prices based on 
the costs of services 
Both the airline and oil industries are good arguments for 
deregulation On one hand, government regulation of oil 
prices has resulted in a crisis situation on supply; regulation 
of air routes and fares has worked to the advantage of 
airlines, keeping the prices artificially high. 
President Carter characteristically is on both sides of the 
deregulation issue He’s for it in the airline industry; against 
it for oil and gas 
His position is a case of looking at the symptoms instead of 
the problem 
Because he thinks airline fares with 
deregulation will drop (they will) he’s for it; because he 
thinks prices will rise with deregulation of the oil industry 
(they will) he's against it. 
In both industries it is to the consumer’s interest for the 
government to remove its heavy hand from prices. The 
airline and the oil industries are good examples of how 
regulation can fail miserably in two directions on pricing

There was some troubling language in the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision striking down Louisiana's mandatory death 
penalty for murder of a law enforcement officer 


The majority ruled the Louisiana law was unconstitutional 
because it did not provide for consideration of factors that 
might justify leniency. 
In general, this is just following precedent set earlier by 
the court. In upholding the death penalty in July 1976, it ruled 
that a separate sentencing hearing by the jury was required 
in which possible mitigating factors could be considered. 
. . . What is disturbing in the decision is that the court 
majority saw fit to specifically include “moral justification” 
as among those things a jury should have room to consider in 
deciding whether to impose the death penalty for murdering 
a policeman. 
The exact language in its listing of possible leniency 
factors was ” . . 
and even the existence of circumstances 
which the offender reasonably believed provided a moral 
justification for his conduct.” 
That language is dangerously imprecise, in our opinion. 
Whatever the exact meaning of the court majority, what 
can too easily be read into that language is the idea that 
killing a policeman can be justified because the killer 
believed the law the policeman was enforcing, or the society 
he was protecting, was “immoral” by the killer’s standards. 
This country and the world have been through a period in 
which all sorts of crimes, including murders, were claimed 
to be justifiable because society was not acting according to 
the perpetrator's own personal vision of what is “moral.” 
That fuzzyminded theory is little short of anarchy and 
thoroughly discredited by any rational society. 
It is distressing to see a Supreme Court opinion using 
vague language which could possibly encourage such 
twisted reasoning, especially in something so serious as the 
murder of a policeman

As sure as God made little, mean capitals outside of 
Indianapolis, legislators and others throughout the nation 
are going to deplore Monday’s Supreme Court decision on 
capital punishment as a further license for crime and 
mayhem, specifically a ticket to kill policemen. 
The decision is no such thing. The court merely reaffirmed 
its ruling of last year that capital punishment is permissible 
as long as laws requiring it include a provision for discretion 
by judge and jury. as circumstances warrant, in sentencing 


a criminal to death. The justices in a 5-4 decision said that 
this rule covered all cases, including laws against the 
murder of law enforcement officers. 
The particular case in question involved a Louisiana man 
sentenced to death for killing a policeman under the man­ 
datory death penalty law in effect in that state. The problem 
the court had with the law was not that it ordered death for 
killing a policeman but that the sentence was mandatory. 
Only two states. Louisiana and New York, appear directly 
affected by the decision, but all 50 in the Union now have 
clear guidelines from the court on the capital punishment 
question. It is not cruel and unusual punishment and it is 
permissable under the Constitution as long as laws ordering 
it do not make the sentence mandatory.

Sensible use of birth control received a strong boost from 
the U.S. Supreme Court last week. The court ruled, 5 to 4, 
that states may not ban the sale of contraceptives to minors, 
restrict the places in which non-prescription contraceptives 
may be sold or prohibit the advertising and display of con­ 
traceptive devices 
The ruling won t encourage anyone who isn’t already 
sexually active to become so. It recognizes, however, that 
most people, including many young people, are sexually 
active, and it will make it easier for such people to prevent 
unwanted pregnancies. Thats an end that society, for its 
own best interests, should promote.

Rem oving rust stains 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to remove 
a rust stain from the collar of a polyester shirt —

DEAR ESTHER — The fiber content in fabrics today 
varies so that it is necessary to test any remedy on your 
specific item bvt a fairly simple one for your problem is 
to spread the portion with the stain over boiling water 
and squeeze lemon juice on it. Or you could sprinkle salt 
on the spot and then squeeze the lemon juice on that and 
spread in the sun to dry — that is if the color will take to 
strong sunlight. Rinse either thoroughly and a repeat 
may be necessary. Both these remedies are from a 
Department of Agriculture bulletin. — POLLY.

DEAR POLLY — With storm windows coming down and 
screens going up at the windows for summer many may be fin­ 
ding a slight rip or tear here and there. A temporary solution 
to this problem is to cover the tear with any good clear tape 
that will stick to the wire and apply on both sides. A perma­ 
nent remedy, without buying and installing new screens, is to 
either sew together by cross stitching or sewing another piece 
of wire over the hole. For the cross stitching nylon type thread 
works well as it is inconspicuous and lasts longer than cotton.

DEAR POLLY — After emptying my plastic garbage pail I 
thoroughly scrub it out with bleach water and then fill with 
water and the cleaner I use to mop my kitchen floor. I mop the 
floor using the garbage pail as a scrub bucket and this keeps 
sudsy water from splattering on the cabinets and so on when I 
wring out the mop. I have a clean floor and a sweet smelling 
garbage can at the same time. — TONI. 
DEAR POLLY — I used to have trouble keeping the thimble 
on my finger when sewing or patching but now I breathe into 
the thimble before putting it on and have no more trouble. 
When I have a cut or sore finger with a bandage on it the 
rubber gloves I wear to wash dishes will not go on so I put my 
hand in a plastic bag, put a rubber band around my wrist to 
hold it on and my hand stays dry — INEZ. 
DEAR POLLY — Mine is more of a suggestion than a 
Pointer as I thought other stores might like to try it. At a local 
supermarket, near the entrance and by the carts, they have 
two boxes. In one are the store coupons for the day; the other 
holds “ cents off” coupons for food or drugs. One can bring in 
the coupons they are not going to use and exchange them for 
others they can use.

In addition to the investigative equipm ent found in the 
specially-made unit, the task force offices (located near the 
sheriff’s office in downtown McKinney) contain a number of 
other kits and devices. 
One kit deals with handwriting analysis and enables Tilley 
to decipher slants and angles of the writing, pressure, etc. 
Infrared lighting helps him see if erasures have been made. 
Iodine fuming cabinets bring out latent fingerprints and 
narcotics kits let the investigator discover various types of 
drugs. 
With the help of the crime scene van, investigation 
equipment and task force officers, a rre sts were made for 
every homicide that occurred in the county during the first 
year of the grant. 
A double homicide in Murphy late last year was handled 
by the task force. T hat investigation resulted in an 80-year 


prison sentence for the convicted m urderer and also brought 
the task force an accolade from 199th District Court Judge 
Tom Ryan. 
Following the trial, Ryan stepped into the commissioners 
court room and told the county fathers that he was 
“especially pleased’’ with the assistance that had been given 
by members of the task force and by Sheriff Jerry Burton. 
He indicated that the task force was an asset to the county. 
“Judge Ryan said that he didn't know how much the task 
force might have cost the county, but that it certainly had 
paid for itself in this case,’’ added Tilley. 
When the two-year grant runs out on Feb. 28, 1978, the 
county will be permitted to keep all the kits and equipment 
and the Mobile Crime Lab. Operation expenses for the task 
force, however, must be provided from then on by Collin 
County.

Six Gables is a step back­ 
ward into an easier, more 
leisurely era than the fast- 
food generation of today. 
Owner Dorothy Thompson 
purchased the old house, 
which was built in the late 
ninteenth 
century, 
last 
December, and after months 
of 
lovingly 
scouring, 
scraping, 
painting 
and 
decorating, she opened the 
doors of her lifelong dream 
on May 16. 
The response has been 
gratifying, she says. 
Dorothy said she has 
always been an avid fan of 
turn-of-the-century 
styles 
and customs, and she con­ 
siders herself lucky to have 
found this way to cash in on 
her interest. 
The former city secretary 
frequented flea markets and 
antique stores “from here to 
Mississippi” to furnish Six 
Gables, and the results of 
her diligent searching and 
im aginative 
decorating 
techniques are charmingly 
visible at the home-style 
cooking restaurant. 
She is especially proud of 
some of her bargain “finds”, 
which include old treadle 
sewing machine bases which 
have been turned into bases 
for her dining tables in the 
downstairs rooms and whose 
machine drawers now serve

as shadowbox frames on the 
papered walls, and a hodge­ 
podge collection of old 
chairs, pressed oak and 
other styles, some recovered 
and some simply refinished 
to let the woodgrain show 
through. 
A number of the original 
light fixtures in the house 
still hang in the downstairs 
area, which includes two 
large, airy dining rooms, a 
cashier’s room and a tiny 
kitchen where each day’s 
menu is prepared. The 
dining areas are so well- 
lighted by the sun that no 
artificial light is required 
during the daylight hours. 
Each of the tables is set 
with a mixed collection of 
flatware, handmade cloth 
napkins in such fabrics as 
gingham and calico provided 
by Dorothy’s mother, odd 
salt and pepper shakers and 
potted plants on crocheted 
doilies. The china is un­ 
matched, 
having 
been 
purchased a bit at a time 
from 
whatever 
sources 
Dorothy could find. She has 
been told by a friend who is 
knowledgeable in antiques 
that some of her plates are 
collector’s items, and she 
plans to remove these from 
service for display with her 
other treasures. 
A 
number 
of 
plates 
already 
decorate 
the 
recovered walls of the old 
house, which required 97 
rolls of wallpaper during the 
r e m o d e l i n g 
p r o c e s s . 
Flowers and birds decorate 
the walls of one downstairs 
dining area, while another 
area is covered with q 
delicate ivory moire. 
The 
cashier’s 
room 
downstairs features a 1904 


cash register on which 
guests’ bills are tabulated. 
Local artists show works 
on consignment throughout 
the restaurant, and pressed 
flowers and dried 
but­ 
terflies, as well as old 
beveled m irrors are in 
a b u n d a n t 
e v i d e n c e 
throughout the house. 
The upstairs rooms, one of 
which features only tables 
for two, are situated snugly 
under the gables from which 
the house takes its name, the 
sloping ceilings and gabled 


windows lending a lazy 
charm to the atmosphere 
One recent patron told 
Dorothy he felt as though he 
had “been to Grandma’s 
house” after eating at Six 
Gables, and Dorothy is 
especially proud that the 
daughter of the previous 
owners of the house, the J.B. 
Pooles, who lived there for 
more than 45 years, Mrs. 
Lex Newbill, said the house 
has 
been 
authentically 
recreated. 
A coincidence relating to 


the Pooles and to Dorothy’s 
venture concerns the banana 
pudding for which Mrs. 
Poole was famous. Banana 
pudding already has become 
a favorite of Dorothy’s 
guests, too. 
Other notables on the 
menu, which changes daily, 
are orange butter and apple 
delight. 
D or ot hy 
p e r s o n a l l y 
supervises the selection of 
fruits and vegetables for

It’s Hard to Tell 
Penny Can’t See

CLEVELAND (UPI) 
- 
rhe first time you meet 
Penny Lilly, you figure she’s 
j girl who has everything. 
On the honor roll at 
suburban Cuyahoga Heights 
High 
School, she 
is a 
cheerleaders’ captain and a 
member of the homecoming 
court. 
A genuinely pretty and 
popular senior, she also 
holds down a part-time job 
as a cashier. 
It takes a while to learn 
she’s legally blind. 
Penny’s vision apparently 
Pas stabilized at 20-200. At 20 
feet she can see only the 
large E atop a standard 
vision chart. She has a large 
blind spot directly in front, 
but she can see ahead by 
turning her head to the side. 
She 
reads 
large-print 
books and sometimes briefly 
reads regular print with a 
magnifying glass. But that 
causes headaches. 
When Penny’s eyesight 
began to worsen two years 
ago, authorities considered 
transferring 
her 
to 
a 
program for the blind in a 
nearby suburb. She ob 
jected, and her parents 
agreed. 
Principal P. H. Worcester 
figured his faculty could 
make it work. 
“There have been adjust­ 
ments by the teachers and 
kids, but she has done a 
fantastic job,” 
Worcester 
said. “Mainly, the credit is 
Penny’s because she stuck it 
out.” 
She was about 14 when 
specialists first diagnosed a 
continuing deterioration of 
eyesight rare in young 
persons. 
“It just hit me,” she said. 
“ I was really depressed and 
hurt. I thought, ‘Why me?’ 
“But I met this boy from 
Florida at the hospital who 
had to have an operation 
every year. He had such a 
terrific outlook it just kind of 
rubbed off on me ... he’s 
completely blind, now.” 
Patricia Stone, a social 
worker for the Cleveland 
Society of the Blind and 
legally blind herself, worked 
with both Penny and her 
teachers. 
“She had good support,” 
Miss Stone said, “ good 
friends, a good boyfriend, 
wonderful teachers. 
The state of Ohio pays for 
tutors to read her texts up to 
IO hours a week. But, said 
Miss Stone: 
“We encourage her to do 
all she can for herself. She 
doesn’t take advantage of 
anything. She has unusual 
ability and determination. 
Many girls would have 
crumbled.” 
Said Penny: 
“I finally decided it wasn’t 
the end of the world, and I’d 
keep going. Just sitting 
around and crying about it

wouldn't do any good. It 
happened, and that’s that.” 
Her friends have adjusted 
by simply being themselves 
around her. 
“This is a little school, and 
everybody knows, and they 
don’t think anything about 
it,” she said. 
“When I used to see blind 
people before, I was afraid of 
hurting their feelings. I 
wasn’t sure how to act. 
“Now I realize it doesn’t 
bother my friends so much.” 
Penny said her parents are 
not over-protective or super- 
cautious. 
She bikes, but not after 
dark. She swims, canoes, 
and “goofs around” with 
friends. She also enjoys 
dates, cheerleading and her 
job. 
“ I can do everything I 
always did. It might take 
longer, is all. I sew a lot 
(using masking tape as a 
guide) 
and 
made 
my 
boyfriend a beautiful shirt.” 
After high school, she 
wants to work. 
“I used to want to go to 
college, but that doesn’t 
seem as important now, she 
said. “I want to see what’s 
out there.” 
“I want to get a good job 
and move into an apartment 
with my two girlfriends. 
“I want to work in an of­ 
fice, maybe as a recep­ 
tionist.

meeting 
people. I can use all office 
machines and type 55 words 
per minute.” 
Guidance counselor Sandy 
Ranallo evaluates Penny as 
out going, with a lot of 
talent: 
“ The 
biggest 
thing, 
though, may be telling an 
employer, ‘I have a sight 
problem.’” 
Miss Stone sees Penny’s 
adjustment as the best single 
argument for “mainlining” 
blind students, keeping them 
in their familiar schools 
among family and friends. 
“When I started here, 14 
years ago, it was virtually 
never done. Now, we’re 
getting more integration of 
blind 
students 
around 
Cleveland,” she said. 
“ Some 
teachers 
feel 
threatened, not qualified to 
work with blind children. 
One of Penny’s felt that way, 
and that teacher has done a 
complete aboutface.” 
Principal Worcester said 
Cuyahoga Heights High next 
year will admit a student 
confined to a wheelchair. 
“We’ll be ready for him, 
because th a t’s what he 
wants and what his family 
wants,” he said.

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The Visible Woman

Something strange and dif­ 
ferent la happening in our 
county, state and federal 
prisons for women. Most of 
tile people who work and live 
in those institutions know it is 
happening ... their walls are 
swelling with inmates. 
Lady R. Ruzinski, deputy 
superintendent of Albany 
County (N.Y.) Jail says that 
when she began that job less 
than three years ago, the 
average number of women 
there averaged five or six. 
Now the jail houses between 
15 and 20 women at a time. 
At Bedford Hills, New York 
State's only correctional fa­ 
cility for women, the popu­ 
lation is at its all-time high. 
"We're at capacity, 400 peo­ 
ple now, and we’re too 
crowded,'' claims Francis 
Clement, 
superintendent 
there. 
Albany County Jail, like 
other county jails, is often the 
first place a person goes after 
he or she has been arraigned, 
and though Albany jail is 
reputed to be far from the 
worst in this country, it is not 
a pretty place. 
The ominous brick build­ 
ing, off in a field without 
fence or a sign to identify it, 
was built in 1932 as a de­ 
pression era WPA project It 
is 
massive, 
solid, 
and 
gloomy. The women’s section 
is in need of paint. The barred 
windows are bare, and the 
sooty brick walls unadorned. 
The long line of steel cages 
leaves no doubt that this, in­ 
deed, is incarceration. 
A glance at the small group 


of women collecting lunch 
trays confirms the statistics 
and what Ruzinski has said, 
"Our population is young. 
Seventy-five per cent of our 
inmates are under 25.” At 
Bedford Hills, where women 
are sent for more serious of­ 
fenses and longer terms, the 
average age is between 35 
and 37 years. 
The women, like most 
women in jails, are pre­ 
dominately of minority races, 
poor, and undereducated. 
"In many instances,” says 
Lady Ruzinski, "the people 
who come to us have never 
worked before, they are 
young people who have 
learned to live and exist off 
the streets. When you tell 
them they can hold down a 
job, they are a little skepti­ 
cal.” 
In a recent check of (Hie 
week's arrivals, both male 
and female, Ruzinski dis­ 
covered that only one of the 70 
had a high school diploma. 
Arrivals at Bedford Hills 
are tested for placement in 
training programs. The edu­ 
cation director reports that 
"about 5 per cent of these 
people read at a second or 
third grade level. A larger 
number haven’t progressed 
past sixth grade level.” 
When asked to suggest a 
reason for the increase in 
women in jails and prisons, 
neither Clement nor Ruzinski 
could pinpoint one major 
cause. Unemployment levels 
could contribute ... the baby 
boom that hit the schools 
could be hitting the jails, 


drugs 
and 
drug-related 
crimes were definitely a 
factor. 
Both women feel, however, 
that women are protected 
from arrest less by the'r fam­ 
ilies and by police. More 
women are arrested, booked, 
and when they appear in 
court, they receive stiffer 
sentences than they did in the 
past. 
"Women’s Lib has come to 
the courtroom,” said one 
deputy, "and women aren’t 
getting off easier than men 
anymore.” 
When asked what she would 
do to alleviate the problems 
in women’s prisons, Clement 
waved a hand and shrugged. 
"We inherited this place. If 
we could build our own Bed­ 
ford Hills, we’d do it dif­ 
ferently.” 
Ruzinski was equally dis­ 
turbed by a 209-year-old re­ 
volving door prison system, 
that hasn’t found a humane 
way to help people with prob­ 
lems. 
"It’s easier to lock a person 
up. Then you know you’re in 
control. Using one’s head and 
heart 
requires 
taking 
chances, and waiting to see 
results. It’s tough.” 
She also feels there is 
something wrong with the 
philosophy of prison reform, 
something they share with 
public schools. 
"If you spend your best ef­ 
fort and dollars at the first, 
second and third level, you’d 
have less need for remedial 
classes in high school. It’s the 
same with jail.”

Women to Draw Sea Duty 


But Only for Short Cruises 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Navy Secretary W. Graham 
Claytor will give women sea 
duty alongside the men if 
Congress authorizes it, but 
— “ biology being what it is” 
— carefully, and only for 
short cruises. 
Claytor said in an 
in­ 
terview that if the law is 
amended to allow women to 
be assigned tem porary duty 
aboard Navy combat ships 
in peacetime, “ we’ll do it on 
an experimental basis ... 
carefully, because it’s new.” 
He scoffed at fears of Navy 
wives, who blanch at the 
thought of their men cruising 
out to sea with fem ale 
shipmates. 


“Goodness,” he said, “this 
is just one of those problems 
one has to face in the real 
world. I suppose wives are 
not 
happy 
when 
th eir 
husbands are off in New 
York City for three weeks. 
There are plenty of women 
there.” 
C urrent 
law 
re stric ts 
women to sea duty aboard 
hospital and transport ships, 
and Claytor acknowledged 
that putting women aboard 
line vessels for the first time 
as crewm em bers will be a 
tricky business that could 
add to the sexual pressures 
of shipboard life. 
He said his own experience 
as a destroyer escort com­ 


mander in World War II 
leads him to believe women 
should not be allowed on long 
cruises, such as might bi 
necessary in wartim e. 
“The situation there is 
such that having women in 
the crew, particularly on a 
small 
ship, 
would 
really 
create more problems for 
both the women and the men 
than would be justified,” he 
said. 
“ Biology being what it is, 
if you're at close quarters for 
long, long periods of time, 
you just create difficulty.” 
As an example, Claytor 
said he would be reluctant to 
send women crew m em bers 
along 
when 
m issile 


subm arines embark on full­ 
length patrols, which nor­ 
mally run 60 days. 
“ 3; * we might send some 
i - particularly those who 
a.v suing to be working on 
subm arine support — on an 
attack submarine for a five- 
day operation off the coast,” 
he said. 
He said he is even inclined 
to make sea duty m andatory 
for women, and those who 
would benefit quickest from 
sea duty privleges would be 
fem ale 
Naval 
A cadem y 
cadets. At present, the no­ 
women rule prevents them 
from taking the sum m er 
training cru ises provided 
their male classmates.

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - The 
toilet is stopped up, the 
kitchen is in a shambles, and 
the cat is on fire. 
The 
com bination 
can 
make a mother climb the 
walls. But in the St. Louis 
area, she can dial the 
Mothers’ Hotline instead. 
Trained volunteers are at 
the other end 24 hours a day. 
They give advice if asked or 
refer callers to appropriate 
social service agencies or 
just lend an ear. 
During the service’s first 
month, the 280 calls received 
w ere about evenly split 
between service and sym­ 
pathy, said Lee Renaud, a 
member of the Association 
of Family Women and a 
founding mother. 
Both the association and 
the hotline were started and 
funded by local women who 
realized that help is often 
needed, but unavailable to 
at-hom e 
or 
working 
mothers. 
All 
18 volunteers are 
mothers with children in all 
age ranges. They know all 
mothers get angry with their 
children or sometimes feel 
like prisoners in their own 
homes. They also know their 
limitations as helpers. 
“Some callers have had 
every type of counseling 
av ailab le,” M rs. Renaud 
said in an interview. “ That’s 
not to say we won’t listen to 
them. They might just need 
to regroup or reorganize. 
“ If a family has had a 
problem for three years, we 
won’t be able to solve it in 30 
minutes. But we might give 
the caller a new angle on 
things.” 
The 
hotline’s 
well- 
publicized telephone number 
is switched to each volun­ 
teer’s home as she takes her 
shift.

to

needs, both religious and 
secular, of all of TWA’s 
em ployes.” 
“ The sen io rity system 
represents a neutral way of 
minimizing the number of 
occasions when an employe 
must work on a day that he 
would prefer to have off,” 
White said 
Federal civil rights law 
since 1972 has required 
em ployers 
to 
m ake 
“ reasonable 
accommoda­ 
tions” to workers’ religious 
desires. Firings or refusals 
to hire for religious reasons

Your Dog Need! Shots 
Before Travel 
LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - 
Maybe you’re ready for 
vacation, but what about the 
family dog? 
V a c c i n a t i o n s 
a r e 
necessary to your pet’s 
health, whether you travel 
by car, air or other public 
transportation, says an 
extension veterinarian at the 
University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 
Chuck Francis says a 
proper carrier is also im­ 
portant if you plan to take 
your pet across a border or 
ship it by air or other public 
transportation. 
Francis said the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
has proposed new standards 
for pet shipping containers, 
shipment scheduling, age 
limit of animals, 
tem ­ 
perature extremes and other 
stressful conditions. 
No matter 
how 
Fido 
travels, Francis recom­ 
mends 
i m m u ni z at i o n 
beforehand against such 
ailments as distemper and 
heartworm. 
He 
said 
medication for the latter 
might even be continued 
throughout the trip if you 
plan to travel during the 
mosquito season in areas 
where 
heartworm 
has 
surfaced. 
He also warned of the 
danger of leaving dogs in a 
car on a hot day. Even in a 
car with windows partially 
open, a dog can suffer heat 
exhaustion, perm anent 
brain damage or death, he 
said. A dog can stand 
temperatures only up to 107- 
108 degrees 
Fahrenheit 
before damage occurs.
